WOULD MAKE CUBA A STATE. 

NcwlanFs Presents Resolution Looking 
to Annexation of Republic. 

Washington. Senator Newlands, 

I author ot the resolution annexing tin 
wuii, introduced a joint resolution in 
viting Cuba to become a state of the 
Fluted States upon terms of equality 
with the states of the Union. 

It provides that Porto Kicoshall be 
j come a county or province of Cuba; 
that all present oUlcers of Cuba shall 
retain their positions until their terms 
expire; that the $35,000,IHHI bonds of 
Cuba shall become the bonds of the 
State of Cuba, with interest reduced 
to :! per cent, and 2 per cent to lie up 
plied to a sinking fund; that the pres 
cut rural guard of Cuba shall be in 
corpora ted into the Army of the Unit 
ed States; that the money in the C’u 
ban treasury shall become the money 
of the Stale of Cuba. 

The resolution closes with the tot 
lowing declaration: “The foregoing 
resolution is inspired, not by a desire 
to annex loreibly or to assert sover¬ 
eignty over the island of Cuba, or to 
exercise any form of compulsion, but. 
solely by a regard for the interest of 
the two countries, and a conviction 
that the interests of the States com 
prising the Federal Union and Cuba 
aie identical, and they can lie admin 
istorod by union under one form of 
government in which all shall be rep 
resented on equal terms, and bo gov 
ei ued by equal and iindiscriniinating 
laws, insuring freedom of trade and 
equality of rights and privileges."

OOO acres of vacant lauds, exclusive <f

tty Senator George f. Hoar* 

t l believe that Congress ami the gen¬ 
eral public are coming to tin 1 opinion 
that to require freights either on sea 
or on land to lie scaled in accordance 
vvitli distance is Impracticable and un- 
soientilicaml that In general there should 
lie no interference with the right of 
every carrier by land or water to make 
bis own contracts without being sub¬ 
jected to any other authority save only 
iliat tlie owners of great public ways, 
oeo. e. hoar, whom the public lias intrusted witli cor¬ 
porate powers ami the right of eminent domain, shall not 
tx* controlled by individuals so us to give themselves a 
separate, personal and independent advantage ever the 
rest of the public or over tlie other stockholders in the 
same concern. 

One manufacturer ought not to be allowed, by reason 
of liis ownership of a railroad, to get an advantage by 
which lie shall drive his manufacturing compel dors out of 
business. When that is secure, there is not much left for 
tie' government to do in tlie way of interference with con¬ 
tracts. 

Railroad freights may safely he left in general to the 
discretion and tlie interest of the railroad management. I 
think the. experience of the past few years is bringing the 
country to the conclusion that tn general such tilings are 
tiest left to tlie operation of the laws of trade.

The blophone, a now German phono¬ 
graph, produces pictures as well as 
sounds. It shows, for Instance, the 
singer giving a song. 

The temperature limits of life are 
much more widely separated than we 
once supposed. Bacteria are now 
known to develop and multiply at 72 
deg. C.; and Prof. A. Macfadyen of 
London has exposed such organisms to 
190 deg. C. below Kero for six months 
without harming them, while they 
even survived 250 deg. V. below zero. 

An Investigation of paving stones 
has been undertaken in Ireland by 
Prof. Joly. lie finds that resistance 
to wear varies directly with the 
amounts of quartz and felspar contain¬ 
ed, the completely crystalline igneous 
granites, etc., being as a rule the 
toughest. Rocks that are decidedly 
porpliyritie, porous or glassy are to be 
avoided. A certain coarseness of grain 
is usually desirable, ns fine-grained 
rocks, like a certain Welsh diorite, are 
liable to become slippery. 

The electric discharge between two 
vessels of mercury In a partial vacuum 
is the most elfieient form of artificial 
lighting yet discovered. In a recent 
test by W. C. Geer, the mercury term¬ 
inals were about four-fifths of an inch 
apart, and an are of two inches in 
length was produced by a direct cur¬ 
rent of HO volts. Nearly 50 per cent 
of tlie energy supplied was converted 
into visible light. Turning to other 
lights, the Geissler tube showed an 
efficiency of 32 per cent;' the ordinary 
arc lamp, 10; acetylene gas, 10; the in¬ 
candescent electric lamp, 6, and the 
Argand gas burner, 1.6. 

The entomologists employed to abate 
the^mosguito nuisance along Jhc north 
shore of Long Island rojiort, among 
other things, that a single rain-barrel 
will breed more mosquitoes than n 
large pond. Even the salt meadows 
hardly equal, ns mosquito-producers, 
four or five good barrels apiece. The 
reason Is that the larger pools contain 
fish which prey upon the larvae.

This recalls the legend that Emped¬ 
ocles freed the great city of Acragas 
(Agrlgentum) in Sicily from malaria 
by opening the hills, so that the north 
wind swept freely over the town. We 
now know llmt mosquitoes are the 
Phlcf distributors of malaria. 

^esup exp edition, sent out by 
the American Museum of Natural His¬ 
tory to investigate the native tribes <7T 
Northwestern America and North¬ 
eastern Asia has completed its 
field-work and collected some 
twenty thousand specimens of house¬ 
hold articles, dress, ornaments, tools 
£nd weapons such ns have never before 
been exhibited. The explorations ex¬ 
tended from the Oojumbia River 
Sround the North Pacific coast to the 
Amur River in Asia. Close similarities 
were found in the customs, dress, im¬ 
plements, folk-lore and other charac¬ 
teristics of tlie American and Siberian 
{ribes. JKiinUng, ij^js thought, to the 
comnu)n origin of these people at 
some remote pnst time. The most mi 
merous of tlie Siberian races are the 
Yakuts, numbering about 270,000 In 
dividuals, and dwelling in and around 
tlie Lena River valley. Their terri¬ 
tory includes about one-third of Sibe 
rla. Many of them have amassed 
wealth in the fur trade, and their si 1 
versmlths are noted for skill. Yakut 
belles frequently possess costumes of 
furs, ornamented with silver, worth 
$ 1 , 000 .

MACEDONIAN PEASANTS. 

Shocking Abuses to Which Even tn 
I’ence They Are Subject. 

The peasants of Macedonia who are ' 
In revolt against tlie rule of the Turk 1 
are an interesting people. Their coun¬ 
try is much diversified in population. 

In the south tlie Greeks predominate, ' 
in the north the Slavs. The middle 
section has a mixed and debatable con¬ 
geries of nationalities mid dialects. : 
There are a few Wallachlans here and i 
there and a sprinkling of Mahometans | 
everywhere. In times of peace 95 per i 
cent of the population is engaged In i 
agriculture. They till tlie fields in a i 
primitive fashion, having Tittle use for 
modern improvements or farm ma- i 
chinery. Their stolid Industry, their ] 
thrifty habits, the fine climate and the i i 
natural fertility of the country would i 
make them a most prosperous and hap- < 
py people were it not for the oppress- i 
slon put upon them. 

Each Christian village suffers exac- t 
tion from its Moslem neighbors, its i 
Turkish landlord, the Albanian brig- i 
amis, to say nothing of tlie official tax , 
collectors. The people have no security 
In trade, and the privileged classes live \ 
upon their labor. In some places the , 
peasants, besides sharing the products 
of their field equally wljh their land- , 
lords, are forced to work for tnem 
eighty days each year, including Sun¬ 
days. without any pay in money oi ( 
goods. They are forced to obey at 
the point of the knife, and there is no 
redress. 

The cottages of the peasants arc t 
grouped together in little hamlets. 
There are few fences and the land¬ 
marks are uncertain. Many of the vil¬ 
lages have a common lot for pastin'- ' 
tug the Hocks when It is impossible for 
the shepherds to lend them into the 

i 

mountains, where for several months 
each year the grazing Is good. 

Both men and women are strong- 
limbed mill full of endurance. Few are 
idle or vicious. The women do their ! 
share of work In the fields, and have 
no c.nl of home duties. They make the ' f 
clothing of the family, usually front 1 | 
wi ol grown and sheared upon the 
farm, spun, woven, cut and made In , 
the house. 

The hospitality of tlie people appeals 
to the visitor. Oriental laws prevail, 
and no one who conies In pence is ' 
tin noli away. Even the poorest peas¬ 
ant will share li is crust of bread and 
Ills wooden blanktrts with a stranger, 
and without asking. 

The average peasant family pos¬ 
sesses n pnir of oxen, forty or fifty : 
sheep, a cow, several pigs and chick- | 
cns. A portion of the Increase of tlie 
sheep flock must lie turned over to the . 
landlord in many cases. One day each 
week in the towns of the district Is 1 ] 
market day, and tho peasants come , 
from every direction, driving slow-go- : , 
lug ox teams hitched to rough carts 1 
loaded with produce. The distances are 
great, and the market journey is usual¬ 
ly begun the day before ntul ended the 
day after market day. 

Like his brothers in Bulgaria, the 
Macedonian peasant buries his motley 
in the fields. There are few banks, 
and these few the peasant does not 
trust. Tlie house is not a safe hiding 
place, for it Is liable to he searched at 
any time by passing hands of Turks, 
who do not hesitate to loot when there i 
is anything to he taken. In Bulgaria, 1 
where reform has been in force for 
some years, the peasant Is prosperous, 
and the total amount of coin hurled 
in the fields is enormous. So fast do ' 
the peasants hide the money which I 
conics to them that the output of tlie 
Bulgarian mint disappears almost as 
soon as coined.
